However, light 
does not guarantee there will be 
sight. 


Many people are blind because 
of birth defects, accidents or dis­ 
ease. Some of the blind are so be­ 
cause a defect in their ey es simply 
dues not let light in so the seeing 
apparatus can function to let the 
person see. We are told about two 
per cent of those afflicted with 
blindness have “ cloudy corneas.” 


These people can have their sight 
restored by ey e transplants. 


This possibility is what the Illinois 
Ey e Bank is all about and what the 
Dixon Evening Lions Club is spon­ 
soring locally. 
A person who has sight, 
even 
though it be impaired, can, at his 
death, give his ey es to another and 
by this give sight to a blind person. 
The Illinois Ey e Bank is a joint 
project of the Illinois Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness and 
the Chicago Ophthalmologies! So­ 
ciety and was organized in 1917 . 
If 
provides the 
organization 
by 
which ey es from a donor may get 
to a blind person to whom they can 
give sight. 
The corneal tissue must be re- 
moved within two hours after the 
death of the donor and must reach 
the person for whom they can bring 
sight within 36 hours. 
There is no charge to the donor’s j 
heirs for extraction of the corne al! 
tissue, nor is there any charge to 
the recipient for. the tissue. The only 
costs 
are 
those 
charged 
by 
the 
phy sician who transplants the cor­ 
neal tissue. 
The club is conducting a cam ­ 
paign to obtain signed ey e donor 
cards by which a person agrees 
that at his death his ey es will go 
to a blind person. 
A film will be shown Friday in 
the Lee Theater at 6.

which will explain how

Spokesmen for the ey e bank point 
out that the ey e transplant violates

In domestic affairs, a Federal Ad­ 
ministration has no higher responsi­ 
bility than to set examples of decent, 
honest, and moral conduct. Wherever 
and whenever it puts politics fu\st 
and principled action second, it sets 
the stage for lawlessness. 


Telling people again and again that 
the Federal government will take 
care of everything for them, leads to 
the decline of personal and individual 
responsibility which is the base cause 
of the rise in crime and disregard 
for law and order. 


Pitting class against class, or 
race against race, to reap the votes 
of one faction or another sets the 
stage for malice, where only open 
hearts, understanding minds, and 
willing hands ever will be fully ef­ 
fective. 


Using positions of public power to 
feed private greed and gain sets the 
stage for lawlessness of other sorts: 
for the cynical disregard of ordinary 
honesty in our every-day lives, for 
the petty thefts that plague our 
stores and industries, for the hoaxes 
and swindles that plague our consum­ 
ers. 


I don’t have to quote statistics for 
you to understand what I mean. You 
know. You have to face it every day 
on the front page or the back page 
of your paper. Every wife and moth­ 
er __ yes, every woman — knows 
what I mean. 


There is a mood of easy morals 
and uneasy ethics that is an aching 
truth in our land. And no one in a 
position to set the examples that 
might set this right, can avoid re­ 
sponsibility for what is wrong. 


Let me put it this way: there 
should be no skeletons in the closets 
of any part of the Federal structure, 
and that goes for the smallest agen­ 
cy right up to the White House itself. 


Tragically, we cannot say that 
this is true today. Scandal haunts 
that Federal structure. The names 
and incidents that some are trying 
to turn into nothing but ghostly 
memories persist in coming to life; 
Billie Sol Estes, Bobby Baker, the 
six billion dollars for the Texas- 
built TEX—even though the serv­ 
ices wanted another plane — the 
suppression or distortion of news in 
the name of news management. 


No greater domestic issue will be 
decided in this election, than the 
very climate, the very mood of gov 
eminent, the very manners of pub 
lie servants and public service 


We offer you an honest Admini­ 
stration by honest men. 


We know that most who work in 
government, at all levels, are hon­ 
est. We pledge that their general 
honesty shall not be shadowed by the 
unpunished, 
or unexposed misbe­ 
havior of anyone else in govern­ 
ment service, no matter how high 
or protected his position. 


The highest honesty in public serv­ 
ice, the most local and responsible 
level of government in public ad­ 
ministration; 
the greatest self-re­ 
liance in personal development, the 
most individual responsibility in all 
of our lives: these are the ingredi­ 
ents of Republicanism at home.

If we remain strong, the 
third world war can be averted. 


And today — let no one, particu­ 
larly our enemies make any mistake 
about it — today we are strong. We 
are secure in the armament of a 
strategic arsenal inherited from the 
Administration of Dwight Eisenhow­ 
er. 
It is tomorrow that worries all 
Americans. We know how strong we 
are today. Republicans built that 
strength. 


We are worried by the undisputed

Eisenhower flew to Bonn, West 
Germany, where he was greeted 
by Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 
One year ago — A nine-man team 
of U N. observers started a survey 
in North Borneo and Sarawak to de­ 
termine whether the people of the 
two British colonies wished to join 
the projected Federation of Malay­ 
sia.

WASHINGTON IP — The National 
Farmers Organization (NFO) chose 
a good time for staging Us drive to 
get farmers to withhold rattle hogs, 
lambs and sheep from markets now 
to force higher prices. 
Economic factors have indicated 
for some time that there would be 
a price upturn for meat animals 
late this summer and fall. 
The withholding program could— 
depending on the degree of its sue- 


j c e s s —accentuate the expected price 


i advances. But doubtless controversy 


will arise among farm groups as to 


; whether the withholding program or 
I the economic factors were the major 
1 contributors to price improvements. 


It is assumed, of course, that NFO 
! leaders will claim major credit. 
Hog prices were scheduled to ad- 
! vance regardless of any withholding 
! ac tion. Slaughter supplies will be 
| considerably smaller during the late 
¡summer, fall and early winter be­ 
cause fanners have cut back on 


I production. This year’s spring pig 


crop— which will provide slaughter 
supplies during the last five months 
of the year—was 7 per cent smaller 
than a year earlier. 


Consequently, pork supplies will 
be smaller—a fact that depart­ 
ment economists ha\e said will 
bring higher hog and pork prices. 


For many weeks, the slaughter of 
fed cattle has been at a record level 
I —a rate that could not be maintained 
during the fall and winter because 
of a reduction in cattle on feed. This 


situation had helped 
start cattle 
prices moving upward before the 
NFO asked its members to hold 
animals off markets. 


Likewise, 
a downturn in lamb 
slaughter is in the works because 
of declining production. 
The true test of the effectiveness 
of the NFO action will be deter­ 
mined by its ability or lack of 
ability to force slaughterers and 
processors to sign contracts in 
which they agree to pay prices 
demanded by the farm organiza­ 
tion. So far, none of substantial 
size have done so. 
If such contracts are not obtained, 
there could be a break in livestock 
prices after the withholding action 
is ended. During the withholding 
period, animals back up 011 farms 
and gain additional weights. Thus it 
is possible that when marketings are 
resumed again, there would be a 
prolonged period of oversupplies on 
markets w ith lower prices. Such was 


the case after a similar NFO hog 
withholding effort in the fall of 1962.

Quiet Island Threatening 
Cauldron of Hate, Fear

NICOSIA, Cyprus UP - Years of 
battle and 
bushwhacking 
between 
Turk and Greek have tunned this 
ruggedly beautiful 
island 
into 
a 
threatening cauldron 
of hate 
and 
fear. 


The 400,IKK) Greeks 
and 100.000 
Turks on Cyprus 
think 
of 
little 
else. They are bundles of sensitive, 
self-centered nerves. 


Facing isolation, military defeat 
and possible starvation, the Turkish 
Cypriot 
thinks 
only 
of 
survival. 
Stoically, he hopes the Turkish gov­ 
ernment in Ankara will save him. 
He is willing to listen to Ankara’s 
advice. 


The Greek Cypriot is more compli­ 
cated. 
He dreams of a union with Greece 
which will somehow weave together 
a tapestry of conflicting desires. He 
wants union with “ the motherland” 
but no part of the North Atlantic Al­ 
liance, which 
Greece 
values. 
He 
wants union, but no lessening of the 
heady role now played by his tiny 
island. 
There is a genuine fear among 
responsible 
diplomats 
that 
the 
volatile 
Greek 
Cypriots— in 
the 
absence of a settlement — may 
make of their island a Mediter­ 
ranean Cuba. 
No Greek Cypriot voice is raised 
publicly to point out the contradic­ 
tion 
in 
President 
Makarios, 
a 
boarded Greek Orthodox archbishop, 
asking for military aid from the jolly 
atheist Nikita Khrushchev. 
It isn’t thought the least odd, eith­ 
er, when the Greek high commission­ 
er in London says a third world war 
would be preferable to making con­ 
cessions to Turkey. 
The island has taken on a seem­ 
ingly permanent embattled charac­ 
ter since practical civil war broke 
out in December. 
Its present difficulties date from 
a warm August day in London four 
years ago. With restrained enthu­ 
siasm. Britain. Turkey and Greece 
reached an agreement granting the 
former British colony independence 
— of a sort. Turkey and Greece 
would maintain troops on the is­ 
land, the Turkish minority would 
have a veto over certain legislation 
and a constitution wrapped it all 
up neatly. 
Gen. George Grivas, whose Greek 


Cypriot guerrillas had harassed the 
British for years, went home in bit­ 
terness and disgust, charging Makar­ 
ios with treason for accepting less 
than full union with Greece — enosis 
is the Greek word for it. 


Grudgingly accepting the restraint 


placed on him, Makarios almost im­ 


mediately again raised the banner of 


enosis and unswervingly kept it high. 


Vice President Fazil Kuchuk, a Turk 
w ho was once the archbishop's per- j 
sonal friend, now rails at him bitter-' 
ly and says Makarios never intended j 
to make independence work. 
The inevitable blowup came when 
Makarios’ determination to change 
the constitution, thus permitting a 
"self determination” vote for union 
with Greece, precipitated the present 
civil war.
